WEATHER AND CROP CONDITIONS 


Temperatures in the corn-canning areas were considerably 
above normal during July. Rainfall varied from 25 per cent 
of normal in southeastern Nebraska to as high as 150 per cent 
of norma! in small areas around La Crosse, Wis., and between 
Springfield and Peoria, Ill. Although the rainfall charts show 
fair precipitation in the corn-growing states, the areas growing 
sweet corn for canning had a varied precipitation. 


In Maine, July was too dry for the best development of 
sweet corn. Sweet corn in New York suffered from dry weather. 
The rainfall in the canning districts averaged about 75 per cent 
of normal. The sweet corn area of the Tri-States was very dry 
and hot during July, and corn suffered materially. 


Southwestern Ohio, where the principal sweet corn district 
is located, was likewise too hot and dry for proper development. 
Indiana had ample rainfall in the central western portion, but 
the sweet corn district, which extends north and south in the 
central part of the state, received only about 75 per cent of a 
normal July rainfall and had temperatures which averaged 6 
degrees above normal. 


The sweet corn growing areas in Illinois received normal 
rainfall in July, but the very high temperatures at the critical 
growing period reduced materially the prospects for average 
yields. 

The normal July precipitation in Wisconsin fell to the west 
of the principal sweet corn district. In fact in the region where 
most of the sweet corn is grown in eastern Wisconsin, the rain- 
fall was only 50 per cent of normal and temperatures were well 
above normal. 

Southeastern Minnesota enjoyed normal rainfall during 
July, but nearby areas to the north and northwest were dry, 
much of the sweet corn area receiving only 75 per cent of a 
normal July rainfall, 

In Iowa, July rainfall was not well distributed over the 
state. The northeastern part of the state received around 150 
per cent of normal, The southern third of the state was very 
dry. Less than 25 per cent of the July normal rain fell in south- 
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western Iowa. Southeastern Nebraska likewise received less 
than 25 per cent, and the sweet corn section of eastern Nebraska 
about 50 per cent or less. 

During the first week of August some rain fell in practically 
all of the sweet corn area except western Iowa and Nebraska. 
Central and northern Illinois and southern Wisconsin received 
more than normal rain during the week. The Ohio section 
received normal rain, but the rainfall in other eastern states 


was below normal.

FRANCE DOUBLES IMPORT DUTIES ON CANNED PINEAPPLE 


French import duties on canned pineapple have been 
doubled, according to a decree published in the French Journal 
Officiel for August 2, 1934. 

The minimum rates of duty, applicable to imports from the 
United States, were increased from 235 francs to 470 francs per 
100 kilos gross for canned pineapple in syrup, and from 150 
francs to 300 francs per 100 kilos gross for canned pineapple 
without syrup. The general (maximum) rates were increased 
from 470 francs and 300 francs to 940 francs and 600 francs per 
100 kilos gross, respectively. 


NEW ENGLAND STYLE BEANS WITH PORK 


Several canners have made inquiry regarding the propriety 
of using some such term as “New England Style Beans with 
Pork” or “Boston Style Beans with Pork” as a brand name for 
pork and beans packed in plain sauce consisting largely of 
molasses. The following reply to this inquiry was made by L. D. 
Elliott, acting chief of the Food and Drug Administration, under 
date of July 27, 1934. 

Reference is made to your letter of July 24, 1934, regarding a product 
to be labeled “‘New England Style Beans with Pork.” This Administration 
has stated that there will be no objection to the use of the term “Boston 
Style” or “New England Style” on beans prepared by baking with pork, 
molasses and spices, without tomato sauce, following the practice recognized 
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as being used in the locality named. In consideration of the appropriateness 
of the terms in question on beans, it should be remembered that they are 
only applicable to beans which have undergone an actual baking process, as 
that process. is commonly understood. If the beans have not undergone 
such baking we believe the use of the terms “Boston Style” and “New 
England Style” are misleading and not, therefore, in keeping with the 
provisions of the Federal food and drugs act. 


FORECAST OF SNAP BEANS, SWEET CORN AND TOMATOES 


The Bureau of Agricultural Economics on August 10 issued 
the following forecast of the probable production of snap beans, 
sweet corn and tomatoes for canning, based upon crop conditions 
as of August lst. The actual production will of course be influ- 
enced by growing conditions subsequent to that date. 


Snap Beans 


A further decline of about 2 per cent was registered in the 
presents production of snap beans for manufacture during the last 
alf of July. Prospective yields declined in New York, Indiana, Wisconsin 
and Colorado. A total production of 66,570 tons is indicated by the August 1 
condition of the crop, compared with a production of 59,960 tons in 1933 and 
with an average of 73,100 tons for the 5-year period preceding 1933. 


According to the relationship between estimated production and size of 
the pack in past years, a production of 66,570 tons would indicate a total 
pack of about 6,000,000 cases of equivalent No. 2 cans of green and wax 
beans combined. In 1933 the pack totaled 5,532,000 cases, and for the 5-year 
period previous to 1938 it averaged 6,617,000 cases.

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Sweet Corn 


Based upon the August 1 reported condition and _ probable 
yield per acre, the prospective production of sweet corn for manufac- 
ture is 41 per cent larger than production in 1933 but is 11 per cent below 
the 5-year average production for the period 1928-32. According to the 
August 1 prospects, a total production cf 557,890 tons is indicated for 1934 
compared with 395,770 tons produced in 1933 and with a 5-year average of 
626,070 tons. Although the 1934 planted acreage is about the same as the 
5-year average, the indicated yield per acre is 13 per cent below average as 
a result of drought and extreme heat in Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Nebraska 
and Maryland. 

A production of 557,890 tons would indicate a total pack of approxi- 
mately 14,000,000 cases of equivalent No. 2 cans, according to the relation- 
ship between estimated production and size of the pack during past years. 
In 1933 the pack totaled 10,193,000 cases, and for the 5-year period previous 


to 1933 it averaged 15,290,000 cases of equivalent No. 2 cans.

Tomatoes 


Based upon reported conditions and probable yield per acre 
on August 1, a prospective production of 1,640,400 tons is indicated for 1934 
compared with a production of 1,077,700 tons in 1933 and with an average of 
1,293,020 tons for the 5-year period, 1928-1932, or an increase of 52 per cent 
over last year’s production and 27 per cent over the 5-year average produc- 
tion. The indicated average yield per acre is about the same as the 5-year 
average yield, although considerable variation is shown between the differ- 
ent areas. In the Ozarks and local areas in other regions the crop has been 
severely damaged by drought and heat. This damage has been partially 


offset, however, by better-than-average yield prospects in New York, the 
Tri-States, and Indiana,

FLORIDA STRAWBERRY AGREEMENT APPROVED 


Improved returns through limitation of the grades and sizes 
of Florida strawberries which may be shipped to market centers 
are among the objectives of a marketing agreement for shippers 
of these berries that has been approved, effective August 5. 

The limitations would be placed upon the volume of ship- 
ments of strawberries according to specified grades and sizes 
as the control committee deems advisable in consideration of 
market demands. Such restrictions when put into effect will 
be based upon U. S. grade standards, and shippers will be pro- 
hibited from handling strawberries which have not been fed- 
erally inspected for conformity to these standards. 


COLORADO PEACH AGREEMENT GETS TENTATIVE APPROVAL 


A marketing agreement for growers and handlers of Col- 
orado peaches has been tentatively approved by the Secretary 
of Agriculture, Henry A. Wallace, and sent to the industry for 
signature by shippers. 

Under the agreement, a period-to-period volume prorate 
would be provided which would be followed at the direction of 
the control committee during the 1934 peach marketing season. 
In subsequent seasons, proration may be instituted with the 
approval of the Secretary of Agriculture on application to him 
before July 15 of each year by the control committee.

FRUIT AND VEGETABLE MARKET COMPETITION 


Fresh vegetables continue coming to market in larger 
quantities than last year in spite of the reported damage from 
drought. Supplies of snap beans are reported to be materially 
reduced because of dry weather, but receipts during the week 
ending August 4 were only slightly smaller than for the corre- 
sponding week last year. Green pea receipts dropped down 
slightly during the last week, but tomato receipts are much 
above last year, as are the other vegetables competing directly 
with the sale of canned vegetables. 

Prices of fresh vegetables, however, are advancing and thus 
relieving to some extent the pressure of competition with canned 
foods. A more significant factor in the prospects for improved 
sales of canned vegetables is the reduction in farm supplies of 
fruits and vegetables which are ordinarily canned in the homes 
or otherwise stored for winter.

CALIFORNIA GRAVENSTEIN APPLE AGREEMENT APPROVED 


A marketing agreement for the California Gravenstein 
apple industry has been given final approval, effective August 5. 

Under the agreement, a proration committee would be 
established to determine, before June 15 of each year, the total 
advisable quantity of Gravenstein apples that can be absorbed 
by the markets with reasonable returns to growers. If the total 
available crop exceeds the advisable amount, the committee 
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would apply a limitation upon total shipments, both export and 
domestic, for the season. In addition to seasonal limitation of 
shipments, proration of shipments during period of a week or 
less may be applied to regulate the flow to market and avoid 
price-depressing fluctuation of supplies on markets. 


EMERGENCY LOANS TO COMMERCIAL TRUCK AND VEGETABLE 
GROWERS AVAILABLE 

The Farm Credit Administration announced August 3 that 
the emergency crop loan offices will accept applications for loans 
for the purpose of producing commercial vegetables and truck 
crops to be planted in 1934 and harvested in 1934 or 1935. The 
loans may be made in any area adapted to the production of fall 
and winter vegetables and truck crops. 

The maximum amount of a loan to one individual for such 
purposes may not exceed $250, including previous emergency 
crop loans to the applicant in 1934. The loans will be secured 
by liens on the crops financed and will mature April 1, 1935. 

Vegetable and truck farmers unable to obtain credit from 
other sources may apply to their local county emergency crop 
and feed loan committees in their localities or get in touch with 
their county agricultural agents. 


Any applicant applying for a loan in excess of $150 must 
first submit written evidence from a production credit associa- 
tion that his application has been rejected. 


NEW ENGLAND SARDINE CANNING INDUSTRY SUBMITS 
DIVISIONAL COPE 


Submission of a proposed code of fair competition for the 
New England sardine canning industry, a division of the fishery 
industry, has been announced today by the National Recovery 
Administration. Public hearing on the proposed code will be 
conducted Wednesday, August 15, at Bangor, Me. 


Labor provisions in the national code would apply to mem- 
bers of this industry except that, during the non-processing sea- 
son, hours would be limited to 36 per week, or nine per day. 
During the processing season, workers would be allowed to work 
not more than 60 hours per week, or 10 per day. Executive, 
supervisory and technical employes who receive $25 to $35 per 
week, depending upon population, are to be excepted. Clerical, 
accounting or office employes would also be limited to 36 hours 
per week. 

Minimum wages to packing employes would be set at 17 
cents per case of 100 quarter size cans, or equivalent; “but in no 
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event shall any such employe receive less than 25 cents per 
hour, averaged over a one-week period.” 

Minimum wages to employes engaged in packing various 
types of sardines would range from 7 to 17 cents per case of 100 
quarter size cans, or equivalent; “but in no event shall any such 
employe receive less than 25 cents per hour averaged over the 
period of one week.” 

The code sets up a group of fair trade practices, one of 
which makes it unfair to engage in destructive price cutting. 


CURTAILMENT OF MACKEREL CATCH 


Limitations of the mackerel catch, effective until October 
$1, 1984, have been approved by the National Recovery Adminis- 
tration in an order announced August 7. The consumer demand 
for mackerel is estimated at approximately 2,200,000 pounds 
per week; and the order fixes poundage quotas that may be 
landed on each trip by purse seine boats in order for the total 
catch to approximate this figure. 


HEARING ON FLORIDA CITRUS AGREEMENT AND LICENSE 


A public hearing on a proposed marketing agreement and 
license for the Florida citrus industry which contain amend- 
ments to the agreement and license now in effect, will be held in 
Orlando, Fla., August 14, the Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration announced. 

Oranges; grapefruit and tangerines marketed in Florida 
would be included under the proposed agreement and license 
which provide for volume proration, auction proration, grade 
and size limitation, and selection of a control committee to super- 
vise the operation of the agreement and license. 


CANNING INDUSTRY SUBMITS CODE BUDGET 


The Code Authority for the canning industry has sub- 
mitted for NRA approval a budget for code administration ex- 
pee and a basis of contribution to same by members of the 
ndustry. 


The proposed budget totals $150,000, and is for the period 
from June 1, 1984, to May 31, 1935. The 1983 pack is proposed 
as the basis of contribution for the first assessment; and it is 
expected that the total assessment will be adjusted on the basis 
of the 1934 pack. It was estimated that the assessment would 
amount to “about 1/10 of one cent per case.” 


The industry also has asked a termination of the exemption 
granted under Administrative Order X-36. This frees members 
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of an industry or trade from obligation to contribute to the 
expense of administering a code other than that applying to 
their principal line of business. 

Notice was given that any criticism, or objections relative to 
the proposed budget, basis of contribution or termination of the 
exemption must be submitted to Deputy Administrator George 
C. Stanley, Room 1107, Investment Building, Washington, D. C 
prior to Thursday, August 16. 


WHOLESALE AND RETAIL TRADE IN 1933 


Summaries of the wholegale and retail trade of the United 
States in 19338, as compiled by the Census Bureau under a CWA 
project, have been issued, in which comparisons are made with 
data for 1929. The two censuses were not exactly alike owing 
to differences in the canvass, coverage and classification, but the 
comparisons furnished are interesting and significant. The fol- 
lowing table summarizes some of the data for both the wholesale 
and retail trade.

LOBSTER FISHING INDUSTRY SUBMITS PROPOSED CODE 


A proposed code of fair competition for the lobster fishing 
industry has been submitted to the National Recovery Adminis- 
tration by the Maine Lobster Fishermen’s Association and the 
Lobster Fishermen’s Association of Massachusetts. The spon- 
soring groups claim to represent 60 per cent of the industry. 

Supplemental to the national code for the fishery industry, 
the divisional draft adopts the maximum hour and minimum 
wage provisions of the master code, but prescribes certain fair 
trade practice rules in addition to those contained in the 
national code. 

Public hearing on the proposed code will be conducted 
Friday, August 17, 1984, at Rockland, Me. 
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LEAFLET ISSUED ON TOMATO PICKING 


A publication describing the factors involved in proper 
and improper picking of tomatoes for canneries, the conditions 
which affect the rate of ripening, and the color changes which 
take place during the ripening process has been issued by 
Purdue University Agricultural Extension Department, Lafay- 
ette, Ind., as leaflet No. 181, entitled “Profits in Tomato Picking.” 
Frequency of tomato picking is discussed in relation to propor- 
tion of tomatoes grading U. 8. No. 1. Care necessary in proper 
picking is emphasized and the best procedure described. Many 
tomato canners are finding this four-page leaflet of great value 
to their field men and growers. Copies may be obtained on 
application to Agricultural Extension Department, Purdue Uni- 
versity, Lafayette, Ind. 


DEPARTMENT STORE SALES IN JULY 


Preliminary figures on the value of department store sales 
show a decrease from June to July of somewhat more than the 
estimated seasonal amount. The Federal Reserve Board’s index, 
which makes allowance for differences in the number of business 
days and for usual seasonal changes, was 72 in July on the basis 
of the 1923-1925 average as 100, compared with 74 in June and 
77 in May. In comparison with a year ago, the value of sales 
for July according to preliminary figures was 3 per cent larger. 
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
